How tight ts the 
budget belt?

And you thought the Students’ 


-Union was finally finished reno- 


vating. 

Well think again. Included in the 
SU’s 1993-94 budget are plans to 
take the deli out of Dewey’s, and 
possibly renovate the entire bar. 

“The deli has been losing money 
ever since we opened it....At that 
time there were hardly any other 
food operations in HUB mall. We 
didn’t know that two months later 
HUB would be full of them,” said 
Suzanne Scott, SU vice-president 
of finance. 

Last year the deli part of Dewey’s 
lost about $50,000, according to 
Scott, but the bar partmade money, 
so the overall loss was $31,000. The 
Students’ Union is betting it can 
make a profit without the deli. 

Scott said the SU must make 
some capital renovations to 
Dewey’s, as its lease with HUB is 
up, and the mall is requiring all of 
its tenants to do this. 

However, the SU is looking at 
further changes which would in- 
clude moving the speakers to alle- 
viate noise problems and upgrad- 
ing to meet fire code regulations. 

“The other option is to expand 
into the space directly north of us 
(Dewey's). That space has been 
vacant,” said Scott. “We could 
make it twice the size to accommo- 
date the increased traffic we’ve 
been having half the week, and 
encourage more traffic.” 

“We are going ahead with the 
removal of the deli. That’s been 
approved by Council. We won't 
do anything with the expansion or 
any renovation until a proposal 
comes to Council. We’re hoping to 
have that decided by December.” 

Removal of the deli should be- 


gin at the end of September. 

Another Students’ Union’s bar, 
RATT, which was renovated last 
summer, is doing better than in 
previous years, butstill lost $17,000 
last year. 

But Scott is optimistic RATT will 
be a money-maker this year. The 
$17,000 loss includes some time 
before the renovations, and the clo- 
sure last summer. 

“Business has really picked up 
in the last six to eight months,” said 
Scott. 

Student Services are also feeling 
the pinch of tight budget restric- 
tions this year. All services were 
asked to cut their photocopying by 
ten per cent, in addition to other 
specific cuts. 

SORSE, or Student Orientation 
Services, which offers tours to new 
students and preparation courses, 
had its $101,000 budget slashed to 
$93,000, $4000 of which was made 
up of honorariums paid to volun- 
teers. 

“We're trying to keep new costs 
toaminimum. We’retrying to keep 
services in line with what they’ve 
done in the past, while still allow- 
ing for new initiatives from the 
directors,” said Scott. 

Combined, the services cost the 
SU (and students) nearly $600,000. 
Services include everything from 
the information booths in HUB, 
CAB, SUB, and now Medical Sci- 
ences, to SU Registries, which of- 
fers book listings and exams, to the 
Gateway, the official student news- 
paper. 

Though the services are not pri- 
marily intended to make money, 
the Gateway had a net profit of 
$19,000 in 1992-93, and ifitstayson 
budgetis expected to make $22,000 
in 1993-94,

for 500) if you feel like it, or just 
show up for the giant Sleeping Bag 
Drive-In, where you can catch 
Aladdin and Cliffhanger on the big 
screen ‘til 2 am. 

By far the biggest change to this 
year's WOW events, however, is 
the infamous WOW Dance. This 
year it has moved off-campus to 


the Conventiort Centre. Though it 
was a big step, Cui says it will be 
better for students. 

“It cost a lot of money to hold the 
event in the Butterdome. Last year 
the WOW Dance lost $20 000,” said 
Cui. 

Moving to the Convention Cen- 
tre has enabled Cui to lower the 
cost of tickets to only $9, from $19 
last year, which he is hoping will 
pay off in increased attendance. 
“The simple factis that I don’t think 
students have $19 to spend on a 
ticket. I know I don’t... so the bot- 
tom line was a lower ticket price. 
The Convention Centre is better 
designed for events like this. It’s 
less labour-intensive, and they have 
the staff to do late night clean-ups, 
etc., which cost usa lot of money in 
the past.” 

The Students’ Union has rented 
the LRT for the evening, so any 
student with a ticket to the WOW 
Dance will ride free. The area from 
the LRT to the Convention Centre 
is completely underground, and 
there will be Safewalk volunteers 
on either side to make sure stu- 
dents find their way safely. 

This year’s WOW Dance enter- 
tainment will be provided by 
Ramsey’s Soul Revival, Hard Rock 
Miners, Rhinos, and The Watch- 
men.

Alberta’s gain 
is U of A’s loss

Add one and subtract two from 
the University population this year. 

Liberals Don Massey and Mike 
Percy will be leaving their posi- 
tions as professors to take up their 
newly acquired posts as MLAs, 
while former New Democrat MLA 
Marie Laing is hoping to resume 
the PhD studies she left uncom- 
pleted in 1986. 

Percy, who taught economics at 
the U of A, is hoping his back- 
ground will be useful in his new 
position as Liberal treasury critic 
and chair of the Liberal commit- 
tees on financial planning and the 
Heritage Savings Trust Fund. 

Percy is quick to quell rumours 


“My career lies at the 
University. My profession is 
teaching, but right now my 

public service is in the 
Legislature.”

about the possible resignation of 
Lawrence Decore as leader because 
of the party’s poor showing in 
Calgary in the last provincial elec- 
tion. 

“It’s a non-issue... Lawrence is 
not charismatic but he’s prin- 
cipled,” Percy said. “He has the 
full support of the caucus and the 
party executive. Lawrence told cau- 
cus he will be the next premier of 
Alberta,and.wegave him a stand- 


ing ovation.” 


When asked about a Globe and 
Mail story suggesting he could be 
the next successor, Percy replied, 
“I almost threw up when I saw 


that. It’s crazy. My career lies at the 
University. My profession is teach- 
ing, but right now my public ser- 
vice is in the Legislature.” 

Don Massey echoes Percy’s sen- 
timents. The former Elementary 
Education professor said there is 
“no basis at all” to the rumours of 
a possible showdown at the next 
Alberta Liberal Party leadership 
convention. 

Percy hopes having two U of A 
professors in the Legislature will 
remind legislators that university 
is not just as a place for job-train- 
ing. “What we do is teach people 
how to think.” 

Massey believes his years as a U 
of A professor will benefit him as 
critic for Advanced Education. 
Massey said the current Minister, 
Jack Ady, is basing the whole Ad- 
vanced Education policy on “ask- 
ing students to go into debt,” using 
the Tories’ recent proposal to take 
$55 million out of the Advanced 
Education budget as an example. 

New Democrat Marie Laing be- 
lieves her party fell prey to 
unfavourable media coverage, and 
lost all of their sixteen seats partly 
because “the media set it (the elec- 
tion) up as the battle of the mayors 
(Decore and Klein),” leaving the 
NDs out in the cold. 

However, Laing said she doesn’t 
regret her 1986 decision to leave 
the U of A and her Ph.D in Educa- 
tional Psychology, even though her 
research is now dated and her aca- 
demic time limits have expired. 

Laing has applied for readmis- 
sion to the University, and is hop- 
ing to continue her work with 
women who have addiction and 
abuse in their families. 


Safer campus 
coming soon?

A safe walk could be just around 
the corner. 

So says Ian Goldberg, promo- 
tions and recruitment coordinator 
for the Students’ Union’s new 
Safewalk program. 

He’s hoping the U of A will soon 
have a reliable program students 
and staff can use to get a safe walk 
while on campus late at night. 

But things may not get off the 
ground as quickly as expected if 
students don’t start offering their 
volunteer support to staff the pro- 
gram. 

“I’ve received a lot of interest in 
the program, but very little action 
so far,” said Goldberg. 

The proposed Students’ Union 
Safewalk program would be a vol- 
unteer-run organization offering 
assistance to people staying late at 
night oncampus. People needing a 
“safe walk” would call a number, 
and two (hopefully co-ed) volun- 
teers would meet the person and 
accompany them to their on cam- 
pus destination. That could mean 
anything from walking them to 
Lister Hall or a fraternity house to 
waiting with them for the bus. 

Safewalk volunteers would be 
screened by City Police, and trained 
by Campus Security, City Police, 
and the Sexual Assault Centre. 
Goldberg hopes once Safewalk is 
underway it will make people feel 


safer on campus, cut down on 
crime, and free up Campus Secu- 
rity staff who currently do offer 
safe walks but are too short-staffed.

Goldberg said he and Jo- 
Anne Bishop, SU vice-president 
academic, have been able to use 
many of the ideas from other pro- 
grams to help in the implementa- 
tion of theirs.

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The Davenport dilemma 


Was the current University president given a raw deal?

A tempestuous challenge to Paul 
Davenport's presidency this sum- 
mer has yet to clear from the Uni- 
versity of Alberta’s apex of power. 

A review of Davenport's first 
term as the U of A’s president led 
the Board of Governors to open a 
search committee instead of reap- 
pointing him in June. As prom- 
ised, he submitted his resignation 
when the Board did not to reap- 
point him. 

However, controversy raged 
across campus over the summer, 
and the Board of Governors re- 
neged on its original decision and 
opened a new review process to 
evaluate Davenport's performance. 
Individuals and groups both on 
and off campus raised concerns 
about the procedure of review. 

Board of Governors’ representa- 
tive Sasha Kristic said the decision 
to renew a review was not because 
the Board questioned the integrity 
of the initial review. 

“The Board wanted to show that 
it was listening to these concerns 
and that it was a fair process and it 
was an open Board.” 

The Ad Hoc Committee of the 
Board Regarding the President was 
created at the Board of Governors 
meeting August 6. The new com- 
mittee is composed of the entire 
Board of Governors and the origi- 
nal members of the review com- 
mittee. The Ad Hoc committee is 
inviting input regarding

dent until September 13. The Ad 
Hoc committee will report to the 
Board on October 1. 

The Students’ Union circulated 
a list of irregularities found in the 
initial review in July. Chairman of 
the Board of Governors Stan Milner 
then sent a “clarification” of the 
allegations to University vice-presi- 
dents, associate vice-presidents, 
deans, department chairs and di- 
rectors, 

Vice-president academic John 
McDonald and former chancellor 
Louis Desrochers both resigned 
from their positions to protest the 
first review process. These resig- 
nations coupled with Davenport's 
resignation raise questions about 
the current effectiveness of the U of 
A’s leadership and administration. 
Kristic maintains that the mandate 
of the University is being executed. 

“The University is trying to 
search for where it should be going 
and whatit should be doing. Idon’t 
think it is a crisis that can’t be re- 
solved. The boat may be shaking, 
but not sinking.” 

Chairman Milner’s term was 
scheduled to end on August 15, 
but because of the uncertainty of 
the University’s situation, Ad- 
vanced Education Minister Jack 
Ady extended Milner’s term by 
three months. 

Davenport has maintained a 
staunchsilence regarding his presi- 
dency since he submitted his resig- 
nation June 28.

It 
was not.

shut down or not?

Does the Ubyssey still exist? That 
answer depends entirely on who 
you talkto. 

Ever since the the University of 
British Columbia’s Students’ 
Union, the Alma Mater Society, de- 
cided last spring to halt funding 
for the controversial campus pa- 
per, there has been wide debate 
over the issues of accountability, 
responsibility, and freedom of 
speech. 

AMS says the paper was never 
shut down, and all it has done is 
end publication of the summer 
paper for fiscal reasons. 

According to Bill Dobie, AMS 
president, the student 
government's intervention has had 
very positive effects, including the 
establishment of a Publications 
Board and a constitution for the 
Ubyssey. Dobie says these changes 
have helped establish a clear rela- 
tionship between the paper and its 
publisher, AMS. 

“Before, the paper just sort of 
happened, for lack of a better 
word,” said Dobie, who believes 
the new Publication Board will be 
good for both the paper and the 
students. 

Graham Cook, the News Editor 
of this year’s Ubyssey, however, 
disagrees, and believes. that the 
board has too many sweeping pow- 
ers which infringe on the paper’s 
autonomy. He doesn’t buy the no- 
tion that AMS had no intention of 
shutting down the paper, despite 
the fact that the editorial staff cho- 


sen independently last year still 
hold their positions. 

“By setting up that Publications 
Board, they de-constituted the the 
Ubyssey. The Ubyssey had to be cre- 
ated again.” 

Cook also points out that the 
current editorial staff had to re- 
apply to the Publication Board for 
their jobs. 

“T think to say that the AMS 
didn’t want things to 
change...obscures the fact that it is 
because of the work of the editors 
and staff that we have a paper this 
year.” 

But Dobie says it was not an 
issue of autonomy, but one of ac- 
countability on the paper's behalf. 

“Tf you define autonomy as basi- 
cally doing whatever the hell you 
wanted, and not having to be ac- 
countable tostudents, then yes, we 
are infringing on their autonomy.” 

Dobie points out that AMS and 
the Publication Board have no in- 
terest at all in interfering with the 
editorial content of the paper, not- 
ing the Board can bite the AMS as 
easily as it does the Ubyssey. 

Cook agrees with that assertion, 
and notes that so far the relation- 
ship between the paper and the 
board has been good. His main 
concern is that the Board may one 
day be used to silence the paper 
over its content. 

Dobie would like to put the issue 
to rest, and establish what he calls 
credibility to the paper again, per- 
haps one day becoming an autono- 
mous instrument.

This multi-disciplinary approach 
to the project was unique to the U 
of A team, who competed against 
such prestigious institutions as

Stanford, Cornell, and eventhe U.S. 
Naval academy. 

James Paras is an Industrial 
Design student who was in charge 
of the ergonomics of the project. 
He also designed a model of the 
power train used for the visual pre- 
sentation. Paras was pleased with 
the showing of the group, espe- 
cially given the number of hours 
put in. 

“My average day was fifteen 
hours. Eighteen hour days were 
common, and it was that level of 
intensity throughout the year.” 

Paras said that the whole project 
was more than a mere application 
of the skills he and the others 
learned in school, noting such real 
world skills as people and resource 
management, as well as finances 


were applied throughout. 

Perhaps the most important les- 
son he learned, however, was the 
level of excellence at the Univer- 
sity. 

“What I personally learned, and 
it’s really a confirmation of what 
we set out to prove, is that the 
students here are the equal of stu- 
dents anywhere.”

Get a job? Yeah right

So, did you find a job this sum- 
mer? 

For many U of A students, it was 
tough to find gainful employment 
during the summer months, and 
tougher still to find something in 
their discipline. 

Second-year Engineering stu- 
dent Ken Partington worked in his 
MLA’‘s office in Grande Prairie this 
summer, as he has for the past three 
summers, taking advantage of the 
government's STEP program.

Michaud said he liked his job, 
but “I’d rather have the experi- 
ence. I hope to find an engineering- 
related job next summer.” 

Students in other disciplines had 
arough time, too. Fourth-year Phar- 
macy student Tracy Taylor held on 
tohersummerjobata drug storein 
Olds, where she has worked for 
the past three summers. Pharmacy 
students need 500 hours of work 
experience before they can gradu- 
ate. Taylor says she was one of the 


lucky ones. 

“Some people even had to vol- 
unteer to get their hours in.” 

Third-year Education student 
Lynnette Lussier was the summer 
program co-ordinator at Camp 
Tamarack, where she was a coun- 
sellor last year. She said it’s hard 
for Education students to get rel- 
evant experience, but “things like 
camps really help because you're 
always interacting with kids.” 

But the key to finding summer 
employment, says third-year Sci- 
ence student Radya Cherkaoui, is 
toavoid being too picky. When she 
got bored working in credit card 
promotions, Cherkaoui became a 
tutor, worked in a restaurant, and 
was supervisor of maintenance at 
the Fringe. She still barely made 
enough money to come back to 
school, but “I had a wicked time,” 
she says.

Dennis Dahlstedt, the manager 
of Administration and Training,

Recently, I cringed when I saw 
on the front page of one of the two 
major local newspapers, a very in- 
criminating photo of Michael Jack- 
son. It was a full colour picture of 
Michael and a child. Michael is 
wearing a bandanna covering the 
whole area of his face up to his 
eyes. The caption above the pic- 
ture reads, “HOW BAD IS HE?” 
Although he looks very menacing, 
in truth, he is probably playing 
with the child. Here’s journalist 
photography at its finest, slanting 
public opinion against someone 
before he is even brought to trial. 
Really, you can’t blame the news- 
paper for publishing the photo- 
graph—it makes fiscal sense not to 
have any integrity. Besides, that 
picture probably sold a lot of cop- 
ies of the paper. I get angry when 
I see a shlocky magazine fronting 
as a newspaper. 

The other local paper showed 
slightly more class, although it too 
had the same photograph, only not 
in colourand not on the front page. 
I understand that the job of com- 
mercial journalism is to sell news- 
papers, but at what expense? 

CNN had similar coverage of 
the Michael Jackson scandal. 
Here’s the same network who 
turned the so-called Gulf War (it 
was a massacre) into the largest 
sporting event in history. It even 
gave the waratheme song. You all 
remember it, the U.S., the trium- 
phant song, the flashy photos, the 
only war in history where nobody 
important died. Anyone who tried 
to get a real story on the war was

hastily fired. It wasa disgrace. “Toe 
the line,” said Corporate America, 
“and we'll tell you about the war 
during our military briefings.” 
Where, then, does the fault lie? 
While I understand that the job of 
the news venues is to sell advertis- 
ing, I also believe that journalism is 
taking the easy route, pandering to 
an audience that thrives on sensa- 
tionalism. 

Similarly, this summer I heard 
on the radio (I’m paraphrasing): 


“Seventeen people were killed to- 
day in Bosnia- and, locally, a clown 
was shot in the face!” It sounded 
like the reporter was living out a 
secret fantasy as he gleefully de- 
scribed the “horrific” event for the 
rest of the news brief. It was farci- 
cal, as if the people killed in Bosnia 
didn’t even matter. What a scoop. 
A clown. A B-B gun. Shot. Face. 
Sensationalism at its best. Sensa- 
tionalism equals money. How can 
anyone blame a radio station or a 
newspaper for being good little 


capitalists? 

Wonderful. Capitalism. I heard 
two boys, around eleven years old, 
on the bus. They were arguing 
about the cost of a pair of jeans one 
of the boys was wearing. One boy 
said half-mockingly and half-ac- 
cusingly to the other, “Those jeans 
probably didn’t cost more than 
forty dollars.” In defense, the other 
boy responded, “They were close 
to eighty.” I shook my head hear- 
ing the two boys bantering be- 
tween themselves about the cost of 
the jeans for the duration of the 
trip. What the hell are our children 
learning? 

I sometimes think that if I had a 
lot of money around the time when 
Jeffery Dahmer was first sent to 
prison that I would have bailed 
him out. Such action probably 
seems quite radical, but to me, that 
society freely accepts a justice sys- 
tem that would allow someone 
suchas Jeffery Dahmer out on bail. 

If we allow ourselves to be ma- 
nipulated by capitalism gone mad, 
in a society whose values are all 
fucked up and if we teach and ac- 
cept that people with money are, 
without question, better than those 
without, then are we not forgetting 
those same lessons that Jim Henson 
worked so hard to teach us when 
we were kids? The quest for quick 
cash is responsible for the increase 
in shlocky journalism. It is appall- 
ing but true that Jeffery Dahmer, 
cannibal, could have left prison, 
for the right sum of money before 
his trial, while Michael Jackson is 
being hung before his.

CAB-Engineering 


Here we have what is in a lot of ways the heart of the campus, and so it’s not entirely inappropriate that the 
building on the left is called CAB—Central Academic Building. To the right is Engineering, home of the 
loudest, and most rambunctious faculty on campus.

Rolling Stone described the Hard Rock 
Miners sound as “the way the Beverly Hill- 
billies might have sounded if they’d had a 
variety show instead of a sitcom.” Rob 
Thomson concurs over the phone from 
Vancouver, where the former street buskers 
are waiting to begin a new cross-Canada 
tour, bringing them to Edmonton on Satur- 
day. 

“I'd describe the sound as a Canadian 


slamberee, really.” 

The Hard Rock Miners started out as “a 
bunch of friends who got together on Satur- 
day nights and decided playing music to- 
gether was fun.” Once on the streets of Van- 
couver, they slowly began to make enough 
money to go out drinking afterwards. Sud- 
denly they realized they had developed a 
large and disparate legion ef fans attracted 
to their unconventional blend of originals 
and covers of unlikely songs. 

It is not unusual, for instance, to hear a 
high energy acoustic version of Ministry’s 
“Jesus Built My Hotrod,” then a bluegrass 
interpretation of a Cole Porter song. How- 
ever, their charm and accessibility comes 
from the sense of fun they bring to the mate- 
rial.

“We're getting close to being able to pay- 
ing the rent,” laughs Thomson as he remem- 
bers the rise from buskers to club favourites.

“We have a new female singer by the 
name of Colleen who’s working out really 
well,” states Thomson on the issue of new 


“I was worried that new mem- 
bers might affect the sound of the band, but 
fortunately that is not the case. We've all 
been working really hard for this tour, and 
we've got some exciting new material to 
present. All in all, we’re still the same.” 

In January, the Miners hope to head into 
the studio to record a new album, slated for 
either a spring or summer release next year. 
Sales of their past releases have been “slow 
and steady, which is decidedly better than 
not selling at all. The stores are still stocking 
them, and we know the people buying the 
albums.” 

In other words, nine bucks is not really all 
that much tosee them, and all their friends at 
the Convention Centre.

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The sound of hypocrisy in suburbia 


David Bergen's new collection of short stories an eye-opening read 


Sitting Opposite My Brother 
by David Bergen 
Turnstone Press

Close your eyes. Picture summer on the 
prairies. Hear the dogs barking and the 
mosquitoes whining incessantly. Can you 
smell the grass? Taste the tepid iced tea as it 
slips down your throat in the warm wheaty 
breeze? David Bergen’s collection of short 
stories brings these images to mind, but 
instead of the relaxed glow of peaceful sum- 
mertime, with reading comes an uneasy 
sense of brutal honesty and the awareness of 
the hypocrisy that surrounds us. 

Some might argue that this generation (X, 
that is) has grown up (or have we?) with an 
unreal view of suburban life, depicted on 
television as cool martinis and manicured 
lawns. Sitting Opposite My Brother gives a 
view of life on the porch or at the lake that is 
filled with an unwavering sense of hidden 
hostility and seething emotions, running hot 
and cold through the sprinklers. 


Bergen’s simultaneous faith and disbelief 
in humanity is echoed through his main 
characters, mostly WASPish type men with 
an ingrained sense of hypocritical morality. 
His experiences in Canada and Thailand 
prod his themes along in our minds without 
beating a pulpit. 

“Hope” introduces us to a liberal pacifist 
father, who takes his family wherever he 
wants to go, and a son’s disillusioned view 
of his father. In such stories as this and 
“Cousins,” Bergen exudes a childlike inno- 
cence and honesty ofa youngster who knows 
not how the world works. This aura of lazy 
sentimentality permeates this collection of 
short stories, and paves the way for an easier 
understanding of the suburban white male. 
Our sympathy is aroused by a young father 
who loses his child tragically in “The Bottom 
of the Glass,” but our anger is never incited. 
Even through harrowing experiences and 
misdemeanours, a cloud of sadness and sym- 
pathy hovers over the book. We realize where 
the characters have erred in life, but we also 
realize that we would probably make the

same mistakes. Bergen’s characters are noth- 
ing if not human. These characters may be 
described as stuffy, bourgeois, but never 
unreal. They are us, we are they. 

This humanity comes as a shock to those 
of us raised on the Huxtables and the Brady 
Bunch. Is life really like this? Some people 
wouldn't like to think so, but unfortunately, 
there are increasingly less and less mothers 
like Donna Reed out there in a psuedo- 
utopian suburbia. In a society where family 
violence and emotional neglect appears to 
run rampant, a rude awakening is in the 
works. Sitting Opposite My Brother eases us 
into reality with an honest but gentle touch. 

David Bergenis tuned into the little things 
in life. In his own words, “only the minute 
detail will save these characters, people who 
are banal, common, always hoping to find 
love or God or grace or something just 
over...there.” Life is full of moments, but not 
made entirely of them; if it were, then you’d 
never know you had one. Sitting Opposite 
My Brother isa moment. Don’t let it pass you 
by.

A lot of people consider the Fringe Festi- 
val to be not only the best theatre event in 
North America, but also the longest period 
anyone in these parts come close to a real 
summer. Rex the Wonderfringe was blessed 
with beautiful weather throughout, but com- 
pared to the freak snowfall during last year’s 
event, even falling lava would have been 
acceptable. At least it would have been hot. 

Many of the productions during this year’s 
event were indeed hot as well; although 
many were stuck with the WARNING label, 
others managed to sell out houses on the 
basis of their strength and quality alone. 
Perhaps you were unfortunate enough to 
miss out on some of the shows, or perhaps 
just would like to see some of them again. 
Theatre Network managed to get some of 
these successful productions onto their Roxy 
stage for the next little while, in a great 
theatrical tradition called THE HOLD OVER. 

Waiting For Godot (One World Theatre) 

Many purists would not have cast a 
woman in Beckett’s absurdist tale of two 
people waiting for a fateful meeting to occur 
with a third party. However, audiences dis- 
agreed, and rightly so;the smashing perfor- 
mances make this a worthwhile venture. 

Mimi Amuck (kd produckshuns) 

Three Dead Trolls In A Baggie had a sab- 
batical from the Fringe circuit this year, after 
they completed their Fringe satire Skippy 
Gets A Boner on the Roxy stage earlier in the 
year. However, by no means did any of the 


members take a break from embarking on 
theatrical ventures, and Cathleen Rootsaert’s 
solo show is a wonderful showcase for her 
character talents. Funny, penetrating, and 
touching, it should prove to be a pleasant 
surprise to those who think of the Trolls as 
just a pack of funny people. 

ROOMMATES!!! (Sahuna and Com- 
pany) 

Another Troll, Wes Borg, teamed up with 
long time friend Shauna Perry in this sketch- 
driven piece on the trials of tribulations of 
having two different names on a lease and 
shared space in the fridge.
